The 
Patterson trial] is not the only case being, 
heard on the third floor of the building 
and hundreds of persons taking advan- 
tage of this gained temporary admission 
to the upper floors. Time after time the 
corridors were cleared and the crowds 
streamed out to the streets only to re-

turn to make other attempts, most of 
them fruitless, to gain. admittance to 
the court room. 2 

Practically every seat in the body of 
the court room had been spoken» for in 
advance and it seemed as if every favor- 
ed one used the privilege accorded, as 
there was hardly an inch of room ‘to 
spare long before the prisoner came in 
and took her place beside her counsel.

The Common Schools, 

In discussing the Carnegie penajon- 
of-professorgs fund, The Constitution 
gave .voice to what it believed to be 
the prevailing. sentiment, namely, 
that the class of teachers deserving 
first consideration are those in the 
common ‘schools. 

It is not possfble to find language 
too strong to express appreciation for 
all the common schools of the coun- 
try are doing in the preparation of 
the children of this generation for the 
responsibilities which must, later on, 
be their’s. Though too often illy paid, 
the army of teachers has a right to 
feel a proud consciousness of highly 
valuable services rendered the -people 
and the state. 9 

Much has been done in the direc- 
tion of develaping the school system 
of, Georgia, but there are even greater 
possibilities to be taken advantage 01. 
the highest interest of all the 
peopleof Georgia that wherever and 
whenever it is possible, the length of 


"lthe school year should be extended, 


just as it is that the selection of teach- 
ers showld be made with an eye sin- 
gle to securing the best possible ma- 
terial. 


* Under the present Georgia law, the 


power is given each school district to 
provide for the extension of the school 
year by supplementing, through the 
medium of loca) taxation, the portion 
of the school fund received from the 
state. There are in Georgia many 
school districts where, owing to the 
rapid increasé in the prosperity of 
the people, extension of the school 
year to eight months or nine months 
would be no burden upon the taxpay- 
ers. The smal) additional local tax 
necessary to. raise the requisite fund 
would not increase the tax burden 
appreciably. Indeed, even with such 
increase that burden would not today 
be proportionately as heavy as it was 
five years ago or ten years ago when 
it was borne with as little complaining 
as a tax burden ever is borne. 

When confronted with the proposi- 
tion of local 
schools, the people of any distric* 
should bear this fact in mind. .More- 
over, they should also bear in mind 
the very essential fact that money in- 
vested in the promotion of better edu- 
cational facilities is not an expense, 
but an investment. 

Every dollar spent in the education 
of the children brings hundred-fold 
returns to the parents, the people in 
the aggregate, and the state.

Earlier Olosiag Hours. 

A movement is on foot among the 
haberdashers, clothiers and _§ retail 
shoe houses in the business center of 
the city to establish 9 o’clock as the 
closing hour for Saturday evening, be- 
ginning May 15 and continuing until 
September 15, and to make 6 p. m. 
the closing hour for other days dur- 
ing the same period. 

The retail dry goods houses now 
close at 6 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
as do also the jewelry houses and 
other lines of retai] business. 

It is to be hoped that all the hab- 
erdashers, clothiers and retail shoe 
houses will join in this movement. If 
uniform action is secured, and with- 
out it the movement cannot be suc- 
cessful, it will be, found that the vol- 
ume of business will not in the slight- 
est degree be affected. 

It is worthy of note that through- 
out the country the large cities have 
established earlier closipg hours than 
Atlanta. In many citieS all business 
houses close at 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon, including Saturdays.’ Here in 
Atlanta many retail houses keep open 
until 10 and 11 o’clock on. Saturday. 
This is frenzied commercialism, ex- 
haustive to employees and employers 
alike, and the only justification for 
which would be in increased profits 
arising therefrom. A reasonable trial, 
however, will soon establish the fact 
that a general recognition of the 
earlier closing hour, as suggested, will 
not in the slightest degree affect the

| Jim Richardson, a Fulton county 


negro, who has served fourteen years of, 


a Mfe sentence for a mumier now known 

to have been committed by another per- 

son, ; 
Back in 1890 a white man named Smith 


was shot and killed at Bolton, out near} 


the Chattahoochee river, and Richard- 
son -was convicted of the crime on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. Recently a white 
man named Moore, who lived at Bolton; 
died, but before his death made a state- 
ment to several parties declaring that 
he had killed Sm!th, but stated it was 
without intention on his part. He heard 
someone on his front porch at night, and 


thinking burglars were trying to get. 
that policy holders be not stampeded by, 


into his house. he fired out the front 
door. The shot killed Smith, but Moore 
preserved silence and let Richardson go 
tv the penitentiary for life. Affidavits as 
to Moore's dying statement and other 
evidence in the case have been placed 
before the prison’ commission, and the 
case made out in Richardson’s favor is 
Said to be ouite a clear one. It Is ex- 
pected, therefore, that a pardon will be 
granted him today. 

The commission also -heard argument 
in the case of Arthur Kiser, a young 
white man of Forsyth county, who is 
sentenced to be hanged on May 20, for 
the murder of Freq Loft, his brother in 
law. The killing was done with an axe. 
Former State Senator H. P. Bell and 
H. L. Patterson, who argued Kiser’s case 
before the commission, pleaded _ self- 
defense, and endeavored to show that the 


killing amounted té no more than vol-| 


untary manslaughter at most. They are 
acting only for commutation to life im- 
iprisonment.

Seven Years in Prison,

He Was Connected with:the Bank at 
Oberlin and Wrecked It To Let 
Mrs. Chadwick Have Money. 
Spear Made No Defense 

Whateve? 


Cleveland, May $.—A. B. Speer, cashier 
| of the closed Citizen's bank of Oberlin, 
_today In the United States court entered 
toe plea of guilty on one count of the in- 
dictment charging him with making 
false entries in the banks books. Dis- 
trict Attorney Sullivan recommended that 
all other indictments against Spear con- 
taining fifteen countg be noiled. Judge 
Taylor at once sentenced Spéar to seven 
years’ imprisonment in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary. 

Before sentencing Spear the court heard 
an eloquent plea from General ES. 
Meyer, counset for the defendant, agk- 
ing that leniency be shown his client on 
account of extenuating circumstances. 
He asked that Spear be given the mini- 
mttm sentence, fiye years, stating that 
there had been no intention on the pris- 
| oner’s part to rob the bank, and that he 
| Was guilty of only a technical and un- 
intentional false entry. 
| General Meyer stated that the false 
entry to which Spear pleaded guilty was 
for a gum of $5,050, which was to have 
ibeen deposited in a bank of this city, 
but which instead was loaned to Mra. 
Chadwick. 

The court, in passing sentence, said he 
believed that the intentions of both Beck- 
with and Spear were good when they had 
their dealings with Mrs, Chadwick, but 
‘when once they had been drawn, into 
the transactjons they did not have the 
moral courage to refuse further credit. 
He considered, however, that the laws 
regulating national banks had been flag- 
rantly violated by Spear, and that the 
public good demanded adequate punish- 
ment. Spear, having nothing to say 18 
to why sentence shduld, not be passed, 
Judge Taylor imposed a sentence of seven 
years in the Ohio penitentiary. 

The maximum penalty would have been 
ten years for the offense. It is believed 
by the government officials here that the 
pleading guilty by Spear will have a 
tendency to weaken any defense which 
Mrs. Chadwick can make in the case in 
|which she is granted a new trial by the 
‘United States court of appeals. She 's 
charged jointly on the same indictment 
with conspiring with Spear to make false 
entries in the bank’s books. 

When Mrs. Chadwick was told about 
Spear’s sentence she displayed little emo- 
‘tion, and contented herself with, remark- 
ring: 

“The poor man. I do not see what 
else he could have done. He got him- 
self into trouble, but it was through no 
fault of mine.” 

She began to weep a little when re- 
minded that she was charged with con- 
splracy on the satie count to which 
Spear pleaded guilty. She protested éear- 
fully> that she was guilty of no con- 
'spiracy and innocent of any wrong doing. 
| As to the effect Spear’s plea would have 
‘on her case if it came to trial again 
|she said she was not enough of a lawyer 
‘to give an opinion, but she thought It 
‘ought not to have any effect .whatever. 


MANY SURPLUS TAGS FOUND. 


Extra Tags on Floor of Cars Contain- 
; ing Fertilizers. ‘
